A ROCK OF OFFENCE 

Epistle : Rom. 9:14—33. 

"For they stumbled at that stumblmg- 
stone; As it is written, Behold, I lay in 
Sion a stum blings tone and rock of offence: 
and whosoever believeth on him slvall not 
be ashamed.” —Rom. 9:32b—33. 

God has given us a Rock. That Rock 
is Christ. He is given us for a foundation 
and as the Chief Cornerstone of our lives 
(I Pet. 2:6). The cornerstones or the 
temple were very important for they 
bound together the sides of the building 
making it strong and secure. Christ as the 
Cornerstone of our life is to make our life 
solid and secure against the destructive 
force of sin. In Him our life should be 
“fitly framed together” so that it might 
grow “unto a holy temple in the Lord”. 
(Eph. 2:21). But as God offers men 
salvation in Christ, men divide themselves 
into two great classes: those who stumble 
and are offended, and those who believe in 
Him. 

“They stumbled at that Stumbling- 
stone”: So says Paul as He speaks of the 
Jews and their rejection of Christ. The 
same spiritual epitaph could be applied to 
the many in our day who have rejected 
God’s plan of salvation in Christ. That 
Cornerstone did not fit into their life as 
conceived by their wicked human hearts. 
So instead of permitting themselves to be 
fitly framed together in Him, they set a- 
bout trying to make that Stone fit into 
their scheme of things. The Cornerstone 
that was above all to be Savior from sin, 
they would change info' a Savior from op- 
pressive rulers and systems. The Bread of 
Life for hungry souls they would make into 
an earthly King Who should always give 
plenty of bread as He had once done. 
This Divine Changer of men’s hearts they 
would transform into an outward reformer, 
a judge or divider of inheritances that 
would satisfy their covetous desires. (Luke 
12:13—15). A suffering Savior dy ing on 
the disgraceful cross to atone for the sins 
of man, — that was a stumblingstone and 
a Rock of Offence to the Jews and to many 
who today blasphemously despise the 
“blood theology,” and would substitute for 
it salvation by character. Christ crucified 
was “unto the Jews a stumblingblock and 
to the Greeks foolishness,” (I Cor. 1:23) 
and is the same to multitudes today. 

But the cornerstone can not be altered, 
nor God’s plan of salvation amended by 
man. To try it is to stumble. Kick at 
the offensive points of God’s Cornerstone, 
if you will; it will not break, but you will 
stumble and fall, fulfilling Simenon’s 
prophecy, “Behold, this Child is set for the 
fall and rising again of many in Israel; and 
for a sign that shall be spoken against.” 
(Luke 2:34). Unwilling to submit to the 
Cornerstone and permit their lives to be 
fitted into its blessed purpose, and unable 
to hew it down to fit their purpose, the 
precious Cornerstone and Rock of Salva¬ 
tion becomes to them the Rock of Offence 
upon which they stumble and which they 
reject to their etemal damnation. 

“Whosoever believeth on Him shall not 
be ashamed”: But you need not stumble. 
God throws wide open the door of invita- 
tion when He says, “Whosoever believeth 
on Him shall not be ashamed.” Dear 
Friend will you not let God take take you 
by the hand and lead you through the 
door of faith? He says, “Whosoever”, and 
that means you. 

Listen not to the wisdom of the world, 
to whom the preaching of the cross is fool¬ 
ishness. Give no ear to the deceitful pride 
of your heart, lest you stumble. Let not 
the deviPs doubt-inspiring questions dose 
your ears to God’s faith-generating “"Who- 
soever”. Let God give you faith. Then 
live by that faith, and the experience that 
God has promised, will follow: “You shall 
not be ashamed.”

Dear Mr. Lewis: 

It is with a heavy heart that I write this 
letter to the Board of Directors of Camrose 
College. I have sp>ent fifteen of the best 
years of my life in the service of the College 
and pulling roots is naturally painful. It 
has not been as difficult to make a decision 
since I accepted the call to China. In both 
cases, however, the final decision was in- 
evitable. I have always believed and still 
do believe that God has led me in every 
step of life. He has opened the way and 
closed others. 

After these years no one realizes more 
fully than I the importance of Camrose 
Lutheran College and its place in furthering 
God’s kingdom. I have been more than 
rewarded for any efforts that I may have 
made during my stay at the College. Here 
is an example of what I mean. Recently 
I received a letter from a former student 
who is serving with the R.C.A.F. in Eng¬ 
land. He said: “I spend a part of each 
day with Christ alone. If it had not been 
for you. Mr. Ronning, I would not have 
known him.”

Keeping Sunday Sacred 

Astride the path of the farmer this year 
will stand the temptation to harvest his 
fields on a seven-days-a-week basis. With 
the late harvest, and the still later thresh- 
ing, arguments for this will seem sensible 
and convincing. 

Scriptures reveal clearly that the Old 
Testament Sabbath was a “shadow” of 
things to come. Col. 2:16—17. Together 
with other laws the Sabbath Law found its 
filfillment and completion in Christ. How- 
ever, the Old Testament “shadow” suggests 
to us a New Testament reality also in re- 
gard to the day of rest. In Exodus 34: 
21: we read: 

“Six days thou shalt work, but on t\he 
seventh day thou shalt rest: in plowing 
time and in harvest thou shalt rest.’’ 

(R. V.) 

There was danger for the Old Covenant 
pÆople to plead necessity of disregarding 
the Sabbath Law in time of seeding and 
harvest. Therefore the Lord warns them. 

Jesus plainly warned against a legalistic 
observance of the Sabbath. (Mark 2:23— 
28). However the New Testament Day 
of Rest should be observed. This three- 
fold reason has been suggested: • 

1. It is a lay set aside by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

2. Since the Resurrection of Christ it 
has been regarded as a Festival Day in 
the church. 

3. It aids in the worship of God, as- 
sembled together in the House of God, and 
in family and individual meditation. 

Body and soul needs a day of rest. God 
makes that plain. For this reason too it 
will be a matter of concem for a Christian 
to harvest and garner in his fields on Sun¬ 
day. It is a question whether it can be 
done “in faith”. Rom. 14:23. Then too 
the 'Law of love demands that the con- 
science of a brother be considered. Romans 
14:21. Romans 13: 9—10. 

The Lord of the Day of Rest will more 
than compensate, even in a material way, 
those who dare to regard worship of God 
more necessary than apparent personal 
earthly benefits. “Seek ye first the King-

Han skulde bare saavidt 
faa eksistere, og han skulde værsaagod faa 
ta tiltakke med skrøpelig kost, ja, var vi 
ikke ogsaa med paa aa gi ham et nesten 
kristelig utseende! Vi tøilet ham og tros¬ 
set ham og paala ham den strengeste diet, 
samtidig som vi fiffet ham op med nye 
navn og nye vaner.

A Good Book For Leaguers 

Life is full of problems and questions, 
and not least so for young people. For this 
reason the new book by Dr. John P. Mil- 
ton “People Are Asking” can not be too 
highly recommended to young people. The 
author answers more than one hundred 
fifty questions that have been asked him 
during his ministry as pastor and teacher. 
They are live questions for our day, deal- 
ing with practical problems of the Christian 
life, with social customs, with Church 
activities, and as well with certain ques¬ 
tions of doctrine. My impression after 
reading it is that the writer answers the 
various questions asked with such Chris¬ 
tian common sense and loyalty to Scrip¬ 
ture that there is little room for argument. 
As soon as possible get this book. 

Many of the questions have direct re¬ 
ference to Luther League work. One of 
these, with Dr. Milton’s answer, is quoted 
in its entirety: 

“Question: What is to be done about a 
Luther League which can see nothing wrong 
in dancing, smoking, card playing, and 
drinkingy and which prefers playing bingo 
to Bible study at league meetings in the 
basement of the church? 

Answer: I sincerely hope that this ques- 
tin describes a very exceptional situation in 
the Lutheran Church; and yet, something 
of that spirit every league and every church 
has to contend with. Without entering in- 
to a minute discussion of the evil of each 
of the things mentioned — gambling, danc¬ 
ing, drinking, etc. — and without assum- 
ing that these extreme forms of w^orldliness 
could ever crowd into a Luther League 
meeting, it is in place to reaffirm that the 
spiritual and Biblical emphasis must ever 
be uppermost in the Luther League, or, 
from the viewpoint of Christ and of the 
church, it is not worth maintaining. A 
League that rebels against the mention of 
Bible study or at a Biblical spirit and con- 
tent in its programs is spiritually ready to 
disband. I say this with all due allowance 
for the need of a legitimate social and re- 
creational activity within the league pro¬ 
gram. It is possible to have a social and 
recreational program which is not sinful, 
and which does not conflict with that true 
spirituality and Scriptural content which 
should give direction and tone to the w^hole. 
If the spirit of the league becomes so 
worldly as to be resentful of the Biblical 
and spiritual, it is time to take drastic ac¬ 
tion. Such a league should be given what 
it needs. Pastor, church council, and spir¬ 
itually- minded young people need to get 
together and make it a matter of prayer, 
and then insist on a spiritual program, 
even if it wrecks the organization as it now 
is and makes it nécessary to build up a 
new league founded on right principles. In 
this reconstruction the pastor should nat- 
urally take the lead, and do it courageously, 
as the spiritual leader of the whole church.” 

Dr. Milton is one of the professors at 
Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul, 
Minnesota.
